We  entered  school  in  the  fall  of  1937,  thus 
beginning  a  very  successful  as  well  as     a  happy 

AND    EVENTFUL    SCHOOL       CAREER.       |N    THE    FIRST  GRADE 

we  were  under  the  care  of  miss  mary  burgin,  miss 
Della  Williams  and  Mrs.  Beulah  Nichols,  In  the 
second  grade  we  had  as  our  teachers  miss  stacy, 
Miss  Beam,  Miss  Hemphill  and  Miss  Biddle  who 
later  became  mrs.  gibbs.  our  most  interesting 
activity  during  these  "tender  years"  was  the 
building  of  play  houses  and  the  dramatization  of 
Snow  White  and  the  Seven  Dwarfs. 

In  the  third  grade  we  were  under  the  super- 
vision OF  Miss  Margaret  Marley,  Miss  Laura  Hicks

BOYS    AND    GIRLS    (sO    WE    THOUGHT,    ANYWAY),  DuRING 

our  fourth  year,  our  teachers  were  miss  hughes 
and  miss  wilson,  later  to  become  mrs.  hartley. 
One  of    our    most  important    activities    was  the 

STUDYING    OF    MUSIC   AND    THE    ORGANIZING    OF    OUR  GlEE 

Club  and  Rhythm  Band  under  the  direction  of  Mrs, 
Hartley.     The    next  year  it  was  hard  to  tell  who 

REALLY  WAS  OUR  TEACHER.  ThERE  WERE  TOO  MANY 
PUPILS  FOR  OUR  TEACHERS,  MRS.  BRADLEY  AND  MISS 
I  CARD  TO  HANDLE,  AND  THE  SAME  THING  WAS  TRUE 
WITH  THE  FOURTH  GRADE.  As  A  RESULT,  SOME  OF  THE 
FOURTH  GRADERS  AND  FIFTH  GRADERS  WERE  PUT  INTO  A 
SEPARATE  ROOM  FROM  THE  OTHERS  AND  MRS.  COTTEN

Also  the  Student 
Council  was  organized  when  we  were  in  the  sixth 
GRADE,  It  was  in  the  seventh  grade  that  the 
marriage  fever  broke  out  with  the  wedding  of  two 
or  OUR  girls,  and  since  it  has  continued  at  a 
rapid  pace.
